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•The  hundredth  General  Court  of  the  Commonwealth  IJJJJJJi'JIJJ  **'" 
of  Massachusetts  convened  at  the  State  House  in  Boston 
on  the  first  Wednesday  in  January,  being  the  first  day 
thereof,  in  the  year  of  our  Lord  eighteen  hundred  and 
seventy-nine,  and  of  the  Independence  of  the  United 
States  of  America  the  one  hundred  and  third.  And  the 
members-elect  of  the  House  of  Representatives,  having 
assembled  in  the  Representatives'  Chamber,  were  called  to 
order  at  eleven  o'clock  a.m.,  by  the  Hon.  John  I.  Baker 
of  Beverly,  the  senior  member-elect  present. 

By  request  of  the  presiding  officer,  prayer  was  offered 
by  the  Rev.  Lucius  R.  Paige  of  Cambridge,  a  member- 
elect  of  the  House. 

On  motion  of  Mr.  Osgood  of  Salem,  —  , 

Ordered^   That   a  committee  of  five   be   appointed  to 

inform  the  Secretary  of  the  Commonwealth  that  the  House 

has  been  called  to  order. 

Messrs.  Osgood  of  Salem,  Whitney  of  Stow,  Flood,  of 
Randolph,  Rockwell  of  Pittsfield,  and  Bates  of  North 
Brookfield,  were  appointed  the  committee. 

Thereupon  the  Secretary  transmitted  to  the  House  a  list 
of  all  the  persons  returned  as  representatives,  with  the 
original  certificates  of  their  election,  which  had  been  re- 
turned to  his  office;  also  a  communication  from  Mr. 
Charles  E.  Kelly  of  Haverhill,  to  whom  had  been  issued  a 
certificate  of  election  as  representative  from  the  Nine- 
teenth Essex  District,  stating,  in  effect,  that,  by  a  recount 
of  votes  had  by  the  Board  of  Aldermen  of  the  city  of 
Haverhill,  it  appeared  that  Mr.  D.  Smith  Kimball  of 
Haverhill  had  received  a  majority  of  the  votes  cast,  and

was  therefore  entitled  to  the  seat  as  representative  for 
said  district.

the  members  present,  and  subscribed  by  them ;  after  which 
the  Governor,  the  Council,  and  the  Secretary  withdrew.

And,  Mr.  Wade  having  been  elected,  declaration  was 
made  accordingly,  and  the  Speaker  was  conducted  to  the 
chair  by  a  committee  consisting  of  Messrs.  Fitz  Gerald  and 
Noyes  of  Boston,  and  spoke  as  follows :  — 

Gentlemen,  Fellow-Members  of  the  House  of 
Repbesentatives,  —  I  am  entirely  sensible  of  the  honor, 
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and,  I  assure  you,  fully  as  much  so  of  the  responsibility, 
that  you  have  conferred  upon  me  in  choosing  me  to  pre- 
side over  your  deliberations.  As  our  senior  member  has 
said,  this  is  the  hundredth  General  Court  of  this  Com- 
monwealth. It  appears,  from  the  sentiment  manifested 
throughout  the  Commonwealth,  to  be  the  desire  of  the 
people  that  this  Court  should  be  pre-eminent,  if  possible, 
in  wisdom  and  in  economy.  It  is  certainly  to  be  hoped 
that  every  General  Court  shall  be  thus  characterized.  But 
to  us  there  is  presented  an  unusually  favorable  opportu- 
nity for  economic  distinction,  which  I  venture  to  hope 
we  shall  embrace;  and,  if  there  is  no  pre-eminence  of 
wisdom,  let  it  be  due  only  to  the  natural  limitation  of  our 
powers,  and  not  to  any  lack  of  sincere  earnestiiess  in  the 
discharge  of  our  individual  and  collective  duty. 

It  would  not  be  proper  for  me  to  trespass  upon  the 
higher  authority  who  will  impress  upon  you  the  topics  of 
legislation  to  eng^e  your  attention ;  but  it  may  be  proper 
to  suggest  a  few  things  concerning  the  management  of  the 
House  itself. 

I  am,  of  course,  entirely  new  to  the  duties  of  the  posi- 
tion to  which  you  have  chosen  me.  I  shall  endeavor  to 
discharge  them  as  fairly,  impartially,  and  ably  as  I  can. 
I  shall  make  a  great  many  mistakes,  and  I  hope  that  I 
shall  be  as  sure  of  your  indulgence  in  those  mistakes  as 
I  am  certain  of  your  co-operation  to  promote  the  general 
welfare.  I  sincerely  hope,  that,  by  harmony  of  action,  we 
shall  do  what  we  can  to  make  this  session  wise  and  effi- 
cient. I  hope  that  this  session  will  be  short,  —  as  short  as 
is  consistent  with  the  public  good.  I  hope,  however,  that 
we  shall  not  be  led  to  make  undue  haste  in  the  despatch 
of  business,  for  the  mere  purpose  of  shortening  the  session. 
But  as  we  purpose  directing  our  efforts  to  the  work  of 
reducing,  as  far  as  possible,  the  burdens  of  taxation  which 
the  people  of  the  Commonwealth  bear,  so  the  shortening 
of  this  session,  so  far  as  practicable,  and  consistent  with 
the  public  interest,  is  one  method  of  obtaining  that  ob- 
ject, —  one  method  by  which  we  may  succeed  in  Tightening 
those  burdens. 

There  are  one  or  two  definite  things  by  which  we  may 
bring  ourselves  nearer  to  the  accomplishment  of  the  de- 
sired object.  I  have  observed,  in  the  three  years  that  I 
have  spent  in  this  House  as  a  member  of  the  Legislature, 
that  there  is  often  a  great  want  of  quickness  in  taking 
hold  of.  the  work  on  the  part  of  committees.  A  great 
deal  of  that  comes  from  the  lack  of  acquaintance  among 
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members :  it  takes  time  to  get  into  the  condition  of  ac- 
quaintanceship. That  difficulty,  of  course,  we  must  en- 
counter this  year ;  but  I  think  we  might  exercise  a  little 
more  promptness  in  taking  hold  of  the  business  in  com- 
mittee, and  in  reporting  to  the  House,  than  I  have  some- 
times seen  here.  And  I  sincerely  hope  that  we  shall  all 
make  the  best  possible  effort  in  that  direction. 

It  seems  to  me  that  it  would  be  wise  in  us,  so  far  as  we 
can,  to  shorten  the  time  within  which  new  business  may 
be  presented  to  the  House.  It  seems  to  me  reasonable 
that  the  people  of  this  Commonwealth  should  be  required 
to  notify  us  seasonably  of  any  business  to  which  they  desire 
us  to  attend;  and  I  think  that  the  time  we  have  been 
accustomed  to  allow  under  the  rules  is  longer  than  is 
necessary,  and  longer  than  is  advisable.  I  sincerely  hope 
that  the  time  may  be  shortened,  if  it  seem  wise  to  you  to 
do  so.  I  have  observed  —  and  I  think  that  all  who  are 
my  seniors  in  legislation  will  bear  me  out  in  the  observa- 
tion—  that  the  real  wisdom  and  benefit  of  the  General 
Court  is  seen  by  the  thinness  of  the  blue  book,  rather  than 
by  its  great  size.  I  trust  that  we  shall  have  the  firmness  to 
say  "  No."  There  have  been  wise  general  laws  established  in 
regard  to  corporations,  which  have  rendered  special  legis- 
lation unnecessary,  to  a  large  extent,  and  it  is  a  great  evil 
that  we  should  have  a  constant  tinkering  of  the  standard 
laws.  I  know  it  is  a  common  feeling,  that,  so  far  as  we 
^  can,  we  shall  avoid  it. 

I  am  certain  that  we  shall  have  harmony  of  action,  and 
I  hope  that  our  acquaintance  here  will  be  a  pleasant  one, 
and  that  we  shall  all  have  occasion  to  remember  this  hun- 
dredth (General  Court  with  a  special  feeling  of  esteem  and 
veneration.

ther considered. 

By  general  consent  Mr.  Litchman  of  Marblehead  was 
allowed  to  modify  the  pending  amendment  moved  by  him, 
so  as  to  substitute  a  new  section  for  section  5  of  the  bill, 
providing  that  the  pay  of  the  doorkeepers,  assistant  door- 
keepers, and  postmaster,  should  be  four  dollars  for  each 
day's  service. 

Mr.  Callender  of  Boston  moved  to  amend  section  6  so 
that  the  pay  of  the  messengers  should  be  four  dollars  for 
each  day's  service. 

Mr.  Leary  of  Worcester  moved  to  amend  section  7  by 
striking  out  the  word  ^^  actual,"  so  that  the  pay  of  the 
pages  should  be  "  two  dollars  for  each  day's  service." 

Mr.  Prescott  of  Boston  moved  to  amend  section  8,  so 
that  the  pay  of  the  chaplains  should  be  three  hundred 
dollars  instead  of  two  hundred  dollars. 

Mr.  Rowe  of  Rockport  moved  to  amend  section  9,  so 
that  the  compensation  of  the  preacher  of  the  election-ser- 
mon should  be  fifty  dollars  instead  of  one  hundred  dollars. 
Mr.  Robinson  of  Lynn  moved  to  make  the  sum  twenty- 
five  dollars. 

Mr.  Walker  of  Worcester  requested  that  the  yeas  and 
nays  might  be  ordered  on  each  of  the  pending  amend- 
ments ;  but,  only  four  members  voting  therefor,  they  were 
not  ordered. 

At  four  o'clock,  in  accordance  with  the  previous  vote  of 
the  House,  debate  was  closed,  and  the  question  was  taken 
on  each  of  the  above  amendments,  all  of  which  were 
adopted,  except  those  moved  by  Mr.  Prescott  of  Boston, 
and  Mr.  Robinson  of  Lynn. 
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On  the  amendment  moved  to  section  9,  the  bill  provid- 
ing that  the  compensation  of  the  preacher  of  the  election- 
sermon  should  be  one  hundred  doll4u«,  and  the  amend- 
ments respectively  providing  that  the  sum  be  fifty  dollars 
and  twenty-five  dollars,  the  Chair  stated  that  he  would 
consider  the  question  as  one  of  filling  a  blank,  and  would 
first  put  the  question  on  the  largest  sum,  as  required  by 
A  point  of  order.  Rulc  90.     Mr.  Litchmau  of  Marblehead  raised  the  point 

of  order  that  the  question  must  first  be  taken  on  the 
largest  sum  moved  as  an  amendment;  but  the  Speaker 
ruled  that  the  point  was  not  well  taken.  Mr.  Fitz  Gerald 
of  Boston  appealed  from  the  decision  of  the  Chair,  upon 
which  the  Speaker  said,  — 

In  all  cases  where  the  American  practice  varies  from 
the  English,  or  the  modern  from  the  ancient,  I  have 
endeavored  and  shall  endeavor,  unless  the  House  in  its 
wisdom  otherwise  admonishes  me,  to  foUow  the  former. 
There  is  a  conflict  in  relation  to  the  matter  upon  which  I 
have  just  ruled;  and  the  gentleman  from  Boston  who  has 
appealed  to  the  House  might  find  precedents  in  early 
English  cases  which  would  tend  to  sustain  the  position  he 
has  so  ably  taken.  But  the  practice  in  this  country  in 
regard  to  such  amendments  is  well  settled,  and  has  been 
followed  by  my  immediate  predecessors  in  this  chair.  It  i3 
briefly  but  clearly  stated  in  Warrington's  Manual,  and  it  is 
this,  ^^  that,  in  case  of  amendments  offered  in  respect  to 
sums  or  times  named  in  a  bill  or  resolve,  the  better  prac- 
tice is  to  proceed  upon  the  assumption  that  a  blank  is  to 
be  filled.'*  In  regard  to  the  order  of  stating  a  question 
upon  the  different  sums  or  times  suggested  by  the  bill  or 
resolve,  and  the  amendments  proposed,  the  House  mid 
already  cited  is  conclusive,  and  the  general  practice  in  de- 
liberative assemblies  in  this  Commonwealth  is  well  settled 
in  accordance  with  our  rules.  ^ 

Thereupon  Mr.  Fitz  Gerald  withdrew  his  appeal. 

The  bill  was  then  ordered  to  a  third  reading,  as 
amended.

To  authorize  the  Boston  and  Lowell  Hailroad  Corpora- 
tion to  purchase  the  Lowell  and  Lawrence  Railroad  and 
the  Salem  and  Lowell  Railroad,  and  to  amend  its  charter 
(its  title  having  been  amended  by  the  committee  on  Bills 
in  Third  Reading) ; 

To  amend  chapter  136  of  the  Acts  of  the  year  1865 
relating  to  service  of  summons  in  suits  against  certain 
corporations ; 

Were  severally  read  a  third  time,  passed  to  be  engrossed, 
and  sent  up  for  concurrence.

The  Bill  to  establish  the  salary  of  the  Governor,  and  to 
fix  the  compensation  of  the  Lieutenant-Governor  and 
Council,  and  employ^  of  the  executive  department,  was 
further  considered.  The  pending  amendments  were 
severally  rejected,  and  the  bill  was  ordered  to  a  third 
reading. 
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The  Bill  fixing  the  compensation  of  the  members  of  the 
Legislature,  and  establishing  the  salaries  of  the  clerks  and 
assistant  clerks  of  the  Senate  and  House  of  Representa- 
tives, the  sergeant-at-arms,  doorkeepers,  assistant  door- 
keepers, postmaster,  messengers,  pages,  and  chaplains  of 
the  Senate  and  House  of  Representatives,  and  the  com- 
pensation of  the  preacher  of  the  election-sermon,  was  read 
a  third  time,  and  considered. 

Mr.  Stanley  of  Attleborough  moved  to  amend  in  the 
first  section,  so  that  the  pay  of  members  of  the  Legisla- 
ture shall  be  five  dollars  a  day  during  the  session. 

Mr.  Osgood  of  Salem  moved  to  amend  in  section  6  by 
striking  out  "  four,"  and  inserting  "  five." 

Mr.  Leary  of  Worcester  moved  to  amend  in  section  7, 
80  that  the  compensation  of  the  pages  shall  be  two  dollars 
and  a  half  a  day  for  each  day's  service. 

Mr.  Prescott  of  Boston  moved  to  amend  in  section  8,  so 
that  the  salaries  of  the  chaplains  shall  be  three  hundred 
doUai's. 

Mr.  Hill  of  Boston  moved  to  amend  in  section  9,  so 
that  the  compensation  of  the  preacher  of  the  election- 
sermon  shall  be  one  hundred  dollars. 

Mr.  Brackett  of  Boston  moved  to  amend  in  section  10, 
by  inserting,  after  the  word  "messengers"  in  line  2,  the 
words  "  and  pages,"  and,  at  the  end  of  the  same  section, 
by  striking  out  "  twenty,"  and  inserting  "  twenty-five." 

Pending  these  amendments,  Mr.  Rowe  of  Rockport 
moved  that  the  House  adjourn,  on  which  motion  the  yeas 
and  nays  were  ordered,  on  request  of  Mr.  Noyes  of  Bos- 
ton ;  and,  the  roll  being  called,  the  House  at  5.80  adjourned, 
by  a  vote  of  64  yeas  to  68  nays,  as  follows :  —

Mr.  Ingraham  of  Watertown  moved 
that  said  salary  be  $1,000.  The  question  being  first  put 
on  the  sum  named  in  the  bill,  to  wit,  $1,800,  it  was  reject- 
ed. The  question  next  being  put  on  the  amendment 
moved  by  Mr.  Hastings,  it  was  adopted  by  a  vote  of  99  to 
52 ;  and  the  bill  as  amended  was  passed  to  be  engrossed 
in  concurrence,  and  sent  up  for  concurrence  in  the  amend- 
ment adopted  by  the  House. 

The  Bill  fixing  the  compensation  of  the  members  of  the 
Legislature,  and  establishing  the  salaries  of  the  clerks  and 
assistant  clerks  of  the  Senate  and  House  of  Representa- 
tives, the  sergeant-at^rms,  doorkeepers,  assistant  door- 
keepers, postmaster,  messengers,  pages,  and  chaplains  of 
the  Senate  and  House  of  Representatives,  and  the  com- 
pensation of  the  preacher  of  the  election-sermon,  was  fur- 
ther considered.  All  the  pending  amendments,  except 
that  moved  by  Mr.  Brackett  of  Boston,  were  rejected,  and 
the  bill  was  passed  to  be  engrossed  in  concurrence,  and 
sent  up  for  concurrence  in  the  amendments  adopted  by 
the  House.

No  corporation  owning  or  operating  a  rail- 
road within  the  Commonwealth  shall  carry  free  of  charge 
any  member  of  the  Legislature  to  and  from  the  city  of 
Boston,  or  to  and  from  his  home,  during  the  sessions  of 
the  Legislature.

Any  corporation  violating  any  provisions  of 
this  act  shall  pay  a  fine  not  exceeding  oneiiundred  dollars. 

The  same  gentleman  also  moved  to  amend  the  title  to 
correspond  with  the  amendments  proposed. 

Pending  these  amendments,  the  farther  consideration 
of  the  bill  was  postponed  until  to-morrow,  on  motion  of 
Mr.  Osgood  of  Salem.

A  Bill  to  authorize  the  Supreme  Council  of  the  Royal  Royfti  Area- 
Arcanum  to  hold  its  annual  meeting  without  the   Com- 
monwealth, reported  on  a  petition,  and  passed  to  be  en- 
grossed by  the  Senate,  was  read,  and  ordered  to  a  second 
leading.

the  votes  for  two  directors,  on  the  part  of  the  Common- 
wealth, of  the  Boston  and  Albany  Railroad  Corporation 
for  the  term  of  two  years ; 

Also  to  receive,  assort,  and  count  the  votes  for  one 
director,  on  the  part  of  the  Commonwealth,  of  said  cor- 
poration, for  the  term  of  one  year,  to  fill  the  vacancy 
occasioned  by  the.  resignation  of  Hon.  Thomas  Talbot ; 

And  the  votes  having  been  collected,  assorted,  and 
counted,  it  appeared  that  Hon.  Francis  B.  Hayes  of  Bos- 
ton was  elected. 

The  Convention  then  proceeded  to  a  second  ballot,  and 
the  votes  having  been  received,  assorted,  and  counted,  it 
appeared  that  Hon.  David  N.  Skillings  of  Winchester  was 
elected;  and  these  gentlemen  were  severally  chosen  for 
the  term  of  two  years. 

The  Convention  then  proceeded  to  the  choice  of  a 
director  for  the  term  of  one  year,  in  place  of  Hon.  Thomas 
Talbot  resigned ;  and  the  votes  having  been  collected,  as- 
sorted, and  counted,  it  appeared,  on  the  second  ballot,  that 
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Jarvis  N.  Dunham  of  Pittsfield  was  chosen ;  and  the  two 
bjanches  separated.

Articlb  of  Amendment. 

Section  1.  The  legislative  body  shall  assemble  on  the 
first  Wednesday  of  January  biennially.  Senators  and 
representatives  shall  be  elected  biennially,  and  hold  office 
two  years,  commencing  on  the  firat  Wednesday  of  January 
following  their  election. 

Sect.  2.  The  term  of  office  of  the  Governor,  Lieutenant- 
Governor,  and  Councillors  respectively,  shall  commence 
on  the  first  Wednesday  of  January,  and  shall  continue  for 
the  term  of  two  years,  and  until  their  successors  shall  be 
chosen  and  qualified. 

Sect.  3.  The  term  of  office  of  the  Secretary,  Treasurer, 
and  Receiver-General,  Auditor,  and  Attorney-General  re- 
spectively, shall  commence  on  the  third  Wednesday  of 
January,  and  shall  continue  for  the  term  of  two  years,  and 
until  their  successors  shall  be  chosen  apd  qualified ;  and 
the  same  person  shall  be  eligible  as  Treasurer  and  Re- 
ceiver-General for  six  years  successively,  and  no  more. 

Sect.  4.  The  first  election  under  this  article  of  senators 
and  representatives,  and*  to  the  offices  herein  named,  bhall 
be  on  the  Tuesday  next  after  the  first  Monday  of  Novem- 
ler,  in  the  year  eighteen  hundred  and  eighty,  in  the 
manner  prescribed  by  the  constitution  of  the  Common- 
wealth, and  thereafter  on  said  Tiiesday  of  November  bien- 
nially ;  and  the  first  session  of  the  legislative  body  under 
the  provisions  hereof  shall  commence  on  the  first  Wednes- 
day of  January,  eighteen  hundred  and  eighty-one. 

Sect.  5.  It  shall  be  the  duty  of  the  Legislature  first  to 
assemble  after  the  adoption  of  this  article  to  make  all 
necessary  provisions  of  law,  concerning  the  tenure  of  office 
of  all  county  officers,  and  concerning  the  reports  of  the 
Treasurer  and  Receiver-General  and  other  State  officers 
and  institutions,  and  to  make  all  such  provisions  of  law  as 
may  be  required  in  consequence  of  the  change  from  annual 
to  biennial  elections,  and  from  annual  to  biennial  sessions 
of  the  Legislature. 

Sect.  6.  All  the  provisions  of  the  existing  constitution 
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inconsistent  with  the  provisions  herein  contained  are  hereby 
wholly  annulled. 

Sect.  7.  The  General  Court  shall  direct  the  manner  of 
Toting  by  the  people  upon  the  proposed  amendment,  and 
enact  all  such  laws  as  shall  be  necessary  to  procure  a  free 
and  fair  vote  thereon,  and  to  give  effect  to  the  provisions 
hereof.

Mr.  Jenkins  of  Boston  r^ed 
the  following  point  of  order :  — 

^^  A  few  weeks  ago  the  House  considered  and  passed 
a  bill  printed  as  House  Doc.  No.  85  to  amend  the  General 
Statutes,  chapter  11,  section  18,  by  adding,  '  They  shall 
assess  each  of  said  taxes  separately,  and  shall  cause  to  be 
specified  in  each  tax-bill  the  state,  county,  and  town,  or 
city  taxes  separately.' 

**  The  present  bill  allows  any  one  desiring  to  have  his 
taxes  divided  to  do  so  under  certain  conditions :  this  pro- 
vision for  a  division  is  the  only  change  from  the  present 
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law,  and  is  identical  with  the  object  of  House  Doc.  No. 
85.  Gushing,  section  2318,  says  that  *no  question  can 
be  a  second  time  moved,  upon  which  the  judgment  of  the 
House  has  already  been  expressed.' 

*^If  it  be  contended  that  the  terms  of  this  new  bill 
leaving  out  the  proviso  are  difiPerent  from  No.  85,  Gushing 
also  says  in  the  same  section,  that '  no  two  resolutions,  nor 
any  two  bills,  contradictory  to  each  other,  can  be  passed 
at  the  same  session.'  This  new  bill  cannot  properly  be 
considered  by  the  House.  Gushing,  section  2328,  says, 
*  When  a  bill  has  been  passed  in  one  branch,  the  rule  is 
equally  peremptory  that  no  similar  bill  can  be  afterwards 
introduced.' 

**  If  it  be  said  that  the  objection  should  have  been  taken 
before,  we  read  in  Gushing,  section  2881:  *When,  in  the 
course  of  the  proceedings  upon  a  bill,  it  becomes  appar- 
ent that  its  further  progress  would  be  inconsistent  with 
the  orders  of  the  House,  the  bill  must  be  abandoned.' 
Until  a  bill  has  actually  been  passed,  the  defect  in  its 
form,  substance,  or  manner  of  introduction,  is  still  liable 
to  be  detected,  and  open  to  objection.  It  is  common 
sense  to  hold  that  time  should  be  given  for  members 
to  examine  bills,  and  compare  them  with  the  previous 
work  of  the  session.  This  cannot  be  done  until  the  sec- 
ond reading,  and  hence  a  reasonable  chance  shoidd  be 
given  to  objectors,  if  the  objections  be  sound  and  sufficient 
in  themselves." 

The  Speaker  made  the  following  ruling :  —  spelie?^  ** 

'^  A  short  time  ago  the  House  passed  a  biU,  printed  as 
House  Doc.  No.  85,  to  amend  General  Statutes,  chapter  11, 
section  18,  by  adding,  *'  They  shall  assess  each  of  said  taxes 
separately,  and  shall  cause  to  be  specified  in  each  tax-bill 
the  state,  county,  and  town,  or  city  taxes  separately;' 
which  bill  was  subsequently  rejected  in  the  Senate.  The 
bill  under  consideration  contains  a  provision  that  any  per- 
son may  have  his  taxes  divided  upon  request,  and  may  pay 
and  have  a  receipt  for  either  part. 

*^  The  Ghair  understands  the  gentleman  from  Boston, 
Mr.  Jenkins,  to  claim  that  the  two  bills  must  be  regarded 
as  identical  substantially,  or  else  as  contradictory ;  and 
that,  in  either  aspect,  the  judgment  of  the  House  having 
been  passed  upon  the  former,  the  latter  cannot  be  consid- 
ered. In  support  of  his  view  he  cites  the  statements  from 
Gushing's  Manual,  section  2818,  that  ^  no  question  can  be 
moved  a  second  time  upon  which  the  judgment  of  the 
House  has  abeady  been  expressed ; '  and  '  no  two  resolu- 
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tions,  nor  any  two  bills,  contradictory  to  each  other,  can 
be  passed  at  the  same  session.'  A  comparison  of  the  two 
bills  does  not,  in  the  judgment  of  the  Chair,  sustain  the 
conclusion  that  the  bills  are  either  identical  or  contradic- 
tory in  such  sense  as  to  sustain  an  objection  made  in  the 
form  of  a  point  of  order.  Gushing  says  in  section  2321, 
^  But  a  new  bill  which  really  presents  a  different  question, 
or  the  same  question  in  a  modified  form,  however  slight 
the  difference  or  modification  may  be,  is  not  objectionable 
in  point  of  order.'  The  gentleman  also  read  from  Gush- 
ing, section  2323,  *  When  a  bill  has  been  passed  in  one 
branch,  the  rule  is  equally  peremptory  that  no  similar  bill 
can  be  afterwards  introduced.'  if  he  had  continued,  he 
would  have  read  in  the  next  sentence,  that  ^  in  practice, 
however,  when  it  has  been  ascertained  that  a  bill  which 
has  been  passed  in  one  house,  and  sent  to  the  other,  is  there 
unacceptable  in  some  particulars,  a  new  bill  may  be  intro- 
duced and  passed  in  the  house  in  which  it  originated,  with 
such  variations  from  the  fii'st  bill  as  to  make  it  acceptiible 
to  the  other  house.'  Admitting  that  the  provisions  of  the 
two  bills  referred  to  are  intended  for  the  same  purpose, 
*they  nevertheless,'  in  the  judgment  of  the  Ghair,  'differ 
so  essentially  in  the  mode  and  means  by  which  that  pur- 
pose is  to  be  effected,  as  to  be  in  substance  different  bills 
(Gushing,  section  2311). 

"  But,  if  it  were  otherwise,  the  Ghair  is  of  opinion  that 
the  point  of  order  is  not  reasonably  raised.  It  is  true 
that  the  question  is  upon  ordering  to  a  third  reading,  and 
that,  under  the  decisions  of  the  present  and  preceding  oc- 
cupants of  the  chair,  objections  of  similar  character  have 
been  entertained  at  that  stage.  The  reason  for  those  de- 
cisions is  well  stated  by  the  gentleman  himself ;  and  it  is 
in  brief,  that  usually  there  is  not  sufficient  opportunity  for 
membei*s  to  examine  and  ascertain  the  existence  of  such 
objections  until  the  second  reading  of  a  bill.  The  present 
case  does  not  come  within  the  reason  of  the  rule.  To 
explain  clearly*  it  is  necessary  to  state  briefly  the  history 
of  the  bill  now  under  consideration.  On  the  fourteenth 
day  of  February  Mr.  Hyde  of  Boston  introduced  a  gener- 
al order  relative  to  the  assessment  and  collection  of  taxes, 
directed  to  the  committee  on  Taxation.  This  order  was 
adopted  under  suspension  of  the  20th  joint  Rule,  by  the 
House  on  the  14th,  and  by  the  Senate  on  the  17th,  of 
February. 

"  On  the  6th  of  March  the  committee  reported  in  the 
House  that  it  was  inexpedient  to  legislate.    This  report 
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was  tabled,  and  no  definite  action  taken  upon  it  until 
April  17,  when  it  was  placed  in  the  orders  of  the  day, 
and  a  substitute  bill  (the  bill  in  question)  moved  by  Mr. 
Hastings,  and  printed  as  House  Doc.  No.  357.  On  the 
18th  of  April,  after  full  discussion,  without  any  objection 
upon  questions  of  order,  the  House  by  its  own  act  substi- 
tuted the  bill  in  question  for  the  report  of  the  committee. 
It  is  clear  that  the  bill  was  before  the  House  for  its  con- 
sideration when  moved  as  a  substitute ;  that  then  and  there 
was  opportunity  for  members  to  examine  it,  and  raise  any 
question  of  order  they  chose :  but  after  it  had  been  dis- 
cussed, and  adopted  by  a  deliberate  vote  of  the  House  as 
an  amendment  to  the  report  of  the  committee,  it  was  too  late 
to  object  that  it  could  not  be  regularly  considered.  Even 
before  an  amendment  had  been  voted  upon,  Mr.  Speaker 
Sanford  ruled  in  1874  (see  House  Journal,  1874,  p.  367), 
*  that,  whether  the  point  might  have  been  well  taken  when 
the  amendment  was  proposed  or  not,  it  was  too  late  to 
raise  the  question  after  the  consideration  of  the  amend- 
ment had  occupied  the  attention  of  the  House  a  portion 
of  two  sessions.'  This  decision  is  in  accordance  with  the 
language  used  by  Mr.  Speaker  Jewell  (House  Journal,  1870, 
p.  477),  and  was  recognized  and  re-affirmed  in  the  ruling 
of  the  Chair  (Mr.  Speaker  Long)  in  1877  (see  House 
Journal,  1877,  p.  464),  which  was  made  after  extended 
debate,  and  upon  a  question  of  great  prominence. 

**The  Chair,  therefore,  while  adhering  to  the  judgment 
expressed  upon  the  merits  of  the  objection  raised  by  the 
gentleman  from  Boston,  rules  that  the  point  of  order  is 
taken  too  late  in  the  history  of  the  bill,  and  cannot  be 
entertained  by  the  Chair,  and  that  the  bill  is  regularly 
before  the  House." 

Pending  the  consideration  of  amendments  moved  by 
Messrs.  Baker  of  Beverly,  McGeough  of  Boston,  Ranlett 
of  Newton,  Kelley  of  Cambridge,  Bennett  of  Boston,  Ladd 
of  Springfield,  Tucker  of  Boston,  Whitney  of  Stow,  Rus- 
sell of  Boston,  Jenkins  of  Boston,  Mellen  of  Worcester, 
and  Barrus  of  Goshen,  the  further  consideration  of  the 
subject  was  postponed  until  Wednesday  morning,  and  the 
bill  was  placed  first  in  the  orders  for  that  day,  the  main 
question  being  on  ordering  to  a  third  reading.'

Assessors  shall  hereafter  include  in  their 
assessment  of  taxes  a  statement  of  the  proportion  thereof 
covered  by  state,  county,  and  town  or  city  taxes  respec- 
tively ;  and,  upon  the  payment  of  either  of  these,  a  receipt 
therefor  shall  be  given  by  the  collector  of  taxes." 

On  this  question  the  yeas  and  nays  were  ordered,  on  re- 
quest of  Mr.  Mellen  of  Worcester;  and,  the  roll  being 
called,  the  amendment  was  lost  by  a  vote  of  58  yeas  to

Reports  of  Committees. 

By  Mr.  Sherburne  of  Boston,  from  the  committee  of 
Conference  on  the  matters  of  difference  between  the  two 
branches  in  relation  to  the  Bill  concerning  the  examina- 
tion of  persons  arrested  on  mesne  process  or  execution,  and 
of  judgment-debtors,  that  the  Senate  should  concur  in  the 
amendment  of  the  House  with  an  amendment.  Read, 
accepted  under  suspension  of  the  rules,  and  sent  up  for 
concurrence. 

Mr.  Thayer  of  Boston,  from  the  committee  on  Military 
Affairs,  reported  that  the  committee  had  visited  the  State 
camp-ground  at  Framingham  and  the  State  arsenal  at  Cam- 
bridge, as  required  by  section  82  of  chapter  820  of  the 
Acts  of  the  year  1874,  and  had  examined  the  condition 
of  the  property  of  the  Commonwealth.  The  committee 
reported  recommending  the  passage  of  a  Resolve  provid- 
ing for  certain  improvements  and  repairs  at  the  State 
camp-ground  at  Framingham  and  the  State  arsenal  at 
Cambridge.

Resolved^  That  the  thanks  of  the  members  of  the  House 
of  Representatives  are  hereby  tendered  to  the  Hon.  Levi  C. 
Wade,  for  the  able,  impartial,  and  conscientious  manner 
in  which  he  has  discharged  his  duty  as  Speaker. 

After  remarks  by  Messrs.  Fitz  Gerald  of  Boston,  Noyes 
of  Boston,  Cummings  of  Fall  River,  Jennings  of  Fall 
River,  Russell  of  Boston,  Baker  of  Beverly,  and  Lowther 
of  Boston,  the  resolution  was  unanimously  adopted  by  a 
rising  vote. 

The  Speaker  resumed  the  Chair,  and  spoke  as  follows :  — 

"  Fellow-Membebs  op  the  House  of  Rbpbesenta- 
TIVES,  —  I  am  deeply  sensible  of  the  kindness  with  which 
you  have  overlooked  my  faults  and  failures,  and  brought 
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into  prominence  whatever  there  may  have  been  worthy  of 
praise  in  my  conduct  of  the  delicate  and  difficult  duties 
of  the  Chair. 

^^  I  thank  you  all  for  the  kindly  feeling  you  have  mani- 
fested toward  me,  not  only  to-<iay,  but  throughout  the 
entire  session,  and  which  those  who  have  just  spoken 
have  so  gracefully  and  generously  expressed.  I  claim  no 
higher  merit  than  a  sincere  undertaking  to  be  fair  and 
impartial  to  all,  and  faithful  to  the  requirements  of  the 
trust  with  which  you  honored  me.  If  you  recognize  that 
fact,  as  I  believe  you  do,  I  eujoy  the  highest  reward  to 
which  I  can  aspire. 

"After  four  months  of  persistent  effort,  we  have 
reached  at  last  the  close  of  the  session.  It  has  been  in 
many  respects  remarkable.  The  political  excitement  of 
last  fall  was  so  unusual  and  vehement,  that  it  was  inevi- 
table that  the  ground-swell  of  the  campaign  should  wash 
over  into  the  House,  and  unwontedly  enliven  the  ordina- 
rily staid  routine  of  debate  and  enactment.  Good  humor, 
however,  and  the  rules  of  courtesy  and  usage,  have  seldom 
been  violated ;  and,  on  the  occasion  of  any  infraction,  by 
none  has  their  sway  been  re-asserted  more  quickly  than  by 
those  who  in  the  heat  of  the  moment  appeared  to  have 
forgotten  them. 

"  I  deem  it  true  in  an  especial  sense,  that  throughout 
the  session  the  interests  of  the  Commonwealth  have  been 
zealously  guarded.  This  Legislature  has  been  pre-eminent- 
ly an  assembly  of  workers.  It  is  not  improper  for  me,  I 
trust,  to  praise  the  exceeding  faithfulness  and  earnestness 
which  you  have  displayed  in  the  labors  of  the  committee- 
room  and  upon  this  floor.  The  vast  mass  of  public  busi- 
ness of  which  you  have  disposed  after  thorough  and  exhaus- 
tive discussion;  the  decision  with  which  you  have  said 
*  No,'  and  the  wisdom  with  which  you  have  said  '  Yes,'  to 
the  measures  which  your  judgment  rejected  or  approved; 
the  courage  with  which  you  have  attacked  the  expendi-  . 

tures  of  the  State,  reducing  and  consolidating,  in  the  in- 
terests of  economy,  to  such  extent  and  in  such  manner  as 
differing  views  and  a  united  purpose  enabled  you  to  do ; 
the  patience  which  you  have  discovered  in  exploring  every 
detail,  and  weighing  every  consideration  adduced, — sur- 
pass and  overshadow  any  errors  of  judgment  into  which 
you  may  have  fallen,  and  form  an  imperishable  monument 
of  your  fidelity  to  the  public  trust. 

"  It  gives  us  all  pleasure  that  our  association  here  has 
been   personally  so  agreeable;   that  the  sharp  lines  of 
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political  and  argumentative  demarcation  have  not  entered 
into  our  social  communion,  nor  hindered  the  formation  of 
friendships  whose  memories  will  always  be  delightful  to 
recall.  The  influence  of  such  attachments  formed  here 
from  year  to  year,  extending  beyond  their  immediate  ob- 
jects, affects  the  character  and  welfare  of  all  the  inhab- 
itants of  the  State.  Even  aside  from  the  necessity  of  a 
proper  exercise  of  its  powers,  if  it  were  not  for  such  an 
institution  as  this,  bringing  together,  for  a  considerable 
part  of  the  year,  representatives  from  every  district,  unit- 
ing them  in  a  common  work,  acquainting  them  with  the 
varied  wants  and  characteristics  of  their  different  con- 
stituencies, and  binding  them  with  ties  of  friendship  and 
mutual  respect,  our  several  communities  would  grow  away 
from  each  other,  and  lack  the  sympathies  of  interest  and 
feeling  which  so  greatly  increase  the  happiness  of  our 
citizens  and  the  stability  of  the  State. 

"  During  the  session,  death  has  broken  our  circle,  and 
removed  one  whose  character  and  ability  gave  promise  of 
usefulness.  Our  friend,  Mr.  Long  of  Somerville,  died  so 
early  in  the  session,  that  many  of  the  members  were  not 
fortunate  enough  to  enjoy  the  intimacy  of  his  friendship; 
but  none  will  forget  the  bright  smile,  the  warm  grasp,  the 
cheery  voice,  which  identified  and  endeared  him.  Our 
sympathy  goes  out  to  his  widow  and  to  his  fatherless  chil- 
dren. I  rejoice  at  the  action  of  the  House  toward  them. 
It  was  just  and  humane,  and  followed  a  precedent  honora- 
ble, and  incapable  of  abuse. 

"Our  Clerk  and  his  Assistant,  the  Sergeant-at-Anns, 
Doorkeepers,  Messengers,  and  Pages,  —  I  am  sure  we 
shall  all  unite  in  thanks  for  their  courtesy,  in  praise  for 
their  efficiency. 

"  I  congratulate  you  all  upon  the  close  of  your  public 
labors,  and  upon  your  return  to  the  ordinary  callings  and 
domestic  pleasures  of  your  daily  lives.  I  congratulate 
you  upon  the  increased  measure  of  prosperity  which  I 
think  is  in  store  for  us  all. 

"  I  believe  that  your  constituents  and  the  general  public 
though  they  may  object  to  a  few  of  the  measures  you  have 
adopted,  will  recognize  your  l(\yalty  to  the  interests  of  the 
dear  old  Commonwealth ;  and  that  the  Hundredth  Gen- 
eral Court  will  be  an  honored  name  upon  the  pages  of  her 
history."

The  Speaker. 

1.  The  Speaker  shall  take  the  chair  at  the  hour  to  which  the 
House  stands  adjourned,  call  the  members  to  order,  and,  on  the 
appearance  of  a  quorum,  proceed  to  business. 

2.  He  shall  preserve  decorum  and  order ;  may  speak  to  points 

of  order  in  preference  to  other  members ;  and  shall  decide  all 

questions  of  order,  subject  to  an  appeal  to  the  House. 
[With  regard  to  appeals  sde  Rules  81  and  92.] 

3.  He  shall  declare  all  votes,  subject  to  verification  as  here- 
inafter provided. 

[See  Rules  63  to  67.] 
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4.  In  all  cases  he  ma}'  vote. 

5.  He  shall  rise  to  pat  a  question,  or  to  address  the  House, 
but  may  read  sitting. 

6.  He  shall  each  day  examine  the  journal  of  the  House. 

7.  He  may  name  a  member  to  perform  the  duties  of  the 
Chair  for  a  period  n6t  exceeding  two  days  at  one  time. 

8.  In  case  of  a  vacancy  in  the  office  of  Speaker,  or  in  case 
the  Speaker,  or  the  member  named  by  him  in  accordance  with 
the  preceding  rule,  is  absent  at  the  hour  to  which  the  House 
stands  adjourned,  the  senior  monitor  present  shall  call  the  House 
to  order,  and  shall  preside  until  a  Speaker  pro  tempore  or  a 
Speaker  is  elected  by  ballot ;  which  shall  be  the  first  busings  in 
order. 

Monitors. 

9.  Two  monitors  shall  be  appointed  by  the  Speaker  for  each 
division  of  the  House,  whose  duty  it  shall  be  to  see  to  the  due 
observance  of  the  Rules  and  Orders,  and,  on  request  of  the 
Speaker,  to  return  the  number  of  votes  and  members  in  their 
respective  divisions. 

10.  If  a  member  transgress  any  of  the  Rules  and  Orders, 

after  being  notified  thereof  by  a  monitor,  it  shall  be  the  duty  of 

such  monitor  to  report  the  case  to  the  House. 

[For  duty  of  monitor  in  case  of  the  absence  of  the  Speaker,  see  Rale  8.] 
[See  Rule  20.] 

Clsbk. 

1 1 .  The  Clerk  shall  keep  the  journal  of  the  House.  He  shall 
enter  therein  a  record  of  each  day's  proceedings,  and  submit  it 
to  the  Speaker  before  the  hour  fixed  for  the  next  sitting. 

12.  Every  question  of  order  shall  be  noted  in  the  journal, 
and,  with  the  decision,  shall  be  entered  at  large  in  an  appendix, 
which  shall  also  contain  the  Rules  and  Orders  of  the  House  and 
of  the  two  branches. 

13.  The  Clerk  shall  prepare  and  cause  to  be  printed  each 
day  a  calendar  of  matters  in  order  for  consideration,  followed 
by  a  brief  minute  of  the  preliminary  proceedings  of  the  previous 
day,  a  list  of  matters  lying  on  the  table,  and  such  other  memo- 
randa as  the  House  or  the  Speaker  may  direct. 

14.  Any  objection  to  the  calendar  shall  be  made  and  disposed 
of  before  the  House  votes  to  proceed  to  the  consideration  of  the 
Orders  of  the  Day. 
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15.  The  Clerk  shall  retain  bills  and  other  papers  in  reference 
to  which  any  member  has  a  right  to  move  a  reconsideration 
(except  petitions,  enacted  bills,  orders  of  inquiry,  and  orders  of 
notice) ,  nntii  the  right  of  reconsideration  has  expired :  provided 
that  the  operation  of  this  rule  shall  be  suspended  during  the  last 
week  of  the  session. 

Members. 

1 6 .  No  member  shall  stand  up,  to  the  inconvenience  of  others, 
while  a  member  is  speaking ;  or  pass  unnecessarily  between  the 
Speaker  of  the  House  and  the  member  speaking ;  or  stand  in  the 
passages,  or  in  the  area  in  front  of  the  Chair. 

17.  No  member  shall  be  absent  more  than  two  da^s  without 
leave  of  the  House. 

18.  No  member  shall  absent  himself  from  the  House  without 
leave,  unless  there  be  a  quorum  without  his  presence. 

19.  Papers  in  possession  of  a  member  obtaining  leave  of 
absence,  or  at  the  end  of  the  session,  shall  be  left  by  him  with 
the  Clerk. 

20.  If  a  member  is  guilty  of  a  breach  of  any  of  the  Rules 
and  Orders,  he  may  be  required  by  the  House,  on  motion,  to 
make  satisfaction  therefor ;  and  until  he  has  done  so  he  shall 
not  be  allowed  to  vote  or  speak,  except  by  way  of  excuse. 

[See  Rule  10.] 

Committees. 

21.  At  the  beginning  of  the  political  year  eleven  Standing 
Committees,  to  consist  of  seven  members  each,  shall  be  ap- 
pointed, as  follows :  — 

a  committee  on  the  Judiciary. 

a  committee  on  Matters  of  Probate  and  Chancery. 

a  committee  on  Finance. 

a  committee  on  Elections. 

a  committee  on  Bills  in  the  Third  Reading. 

a  committee  on  Engrossed  Bills. 

a  committee  on  County  Estimates. 

a  committee  on  the  Pay  Roll. 

a  committee  on  Leave  of  Absence. 

a  committee  on  Public  Buildings. 

a  committee  on  Rules  and  Orders. 

22.  Unless  other  provision  is  made  in  SLuy  case,  all  commit- 
tees shall  be  appointed  by  the  Speaker,  and  the  member  first 
named  shall  be  chairman. 
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23.  In  case  of  the  election  of  a  committee  by  ballot,  the 
member  having  the  highest  number  of  votes  shall  be  chairman. 

24.  No  member  shall  be  required  to  be  on  more  than  two 
committees  at  the  same  time,  nor  chairman  of  more  than  one. 

25.  No  member  shall  serve  on  any  committee  in  any  question 
where  his  private  right  is  immediately  concerned  distinct  from 
the  public  interest. 

26.  The  committee  on  Finance  shall  report  in  appropriation 
bills  only  such  items  of  expenditure  as  are  authorized  by  law, 
or  such  as  the  committee  has  been  directed  by  the  House  to 
insert. 

27.  The  committee  on  Bills  in  the  Third  Reading  shall 
examine  and  correct  the  bills  which  are  referred  to  it,  for  the 
purpose  of  avoiding  repetitions  and  unconstitutional  provisions, 
insuring  accuracy  in  the  text  and  references,  and  consistency 
with  the  language  of  existing  statutes :  provided  that  any  change 
in  the  sense  or  legal  effect  shall  be  reported  as  an  amendment. 

28.  The  committee  on  Engrossed  Bills  shall  carefully  examine 
and  compare  engrossed  bills,  and  report  them  rightlj''  and  trulj 
engi'ossed,  when  found  to  be  so,  without  delay. 

29.  When  the  object  of  an  application,  whether  by  petition, 
order,  or  bill  introduced  on  leave,  can  be  secured  without  a 
special  act  under  existing  general  laws,  the  committee  to  which 
the  matter  is  referred  shall  report  leave  to  withdraw,  inexpedient 
to  legislate,  or  ought  not  to  pass,  as  the  case  may  be. 

30.  No  bill  affecting  the  rights  of  individuals  or  private  or 
municipal  corporations  shall  be  reported  by  a  committee,  unless 
notice  has  been  given  to  all  parties  interested,  by  public  adver- 
tisement or  otherwise,  without  expense  to  the  Commonwealth ; 
or  unless  satisfactory  evidence  is  produced  that  the  parties 
interested  have  either  received  notice  in  writing,  or  have  in 
writing  waived  notice. 

31.  On  or  before  the  first  Wednesday  in  March,  committees 
shall  make  final  report  uix)n  matters  referred  to  them  prior  to 
that  day,  unless  further  time  is  granted,  for  cause. 

Committee  of  the  Whole. 

^  32.     When  the  House  determines  to  go  into  a  committee  of 

the  whole,  the  chairman  shall  be  appointed  by  the  Speaker. 

33.  The  rules  of  the  House  shall  be  observed  in  a  committee 
of  the  whole,  so  far  as  they  may  be  applicable,  except  the  roles 
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limiting  debate.  A  motion  to  rise,  report  progi*ess,  and  ask 
leave  to  sit  again,  shall  be  always  first  in  order,  and  be  decided 
without  debate. 

Reoulab  Course  of  Proceedings. 
Petitions^  etc.^  and  Reports  of  Committees, 

34.  Petitions,  memorials,  remonstrances,  and  papers  of  a 
like  nature,  and  reports  of  committees,  shall  be  presented  before 
the  House  proceeds  to  the  consideration  of  the  Orders  of  the 
Day,  and  the  Speaker  shall  call  on  the  several  divisions  for  such 
papers. 

35.  The  member  presenting  a  petition,  memorial,  or  remon- 
strance, shall  indorse  his  name  thereon,  with  a  brief  statement 
of  the  nature  and  object  of  the  paper ;  and  the  reading  thereof 
shall  be  dispensed  with,  unless  specially  ordered. 

Papers  from  tJie  Senate. 

36.  Papers  fh>m  the  Senate  shall  be  laid  before  the  House 
by  the  Speaker,  and  received  for  action  conformably  to  such  of 
these  Rules  and  Orders  as  are  applicable  thereto,  before  the 
House  proceeds  to  the  consideration  of  the  Orders  of  the  Day. 

Papers  addressed  to  the  House^  not  Petitions. 

37.  Papers  addressed  to  the  House  or  the  General  Court, 
other  than  petitions,  memorials,  and  remonstrances,  or  those 
received  from  the  Senate,  may  be  presented  by  the  Speaker,  or 
by  a  member  in  his  place,  and  shall  be  read,  unless  it  is  specially 
ordered  that  the  reading  be  dispensed  with. 

Ord^s  of  Inquiry. 

38.  All  motions  contemplating  legislation,  when  not  founded 
upon  petition,  or  upon  bill  proposed  to  be  introduced  on  leave, 
shall  be  made  in  the  form  of  an  order  of  inquiry,  which  shall 
indicate  the  nature  of  the  legislation  proposed ;  and  if  reference 
is  made  to  any  particular  law,  for  amendment  or  otherwise,  the 
order  shall  specify  the  chapter  and  section,  as  well  as  the  subject 
to  which  it  relates. 

Postponement  to  the  Next  Day  on  Request  of  a  Member. 

39.  The  consideration  of  any  order  proposed  for  adoption, 
or  of  any  request  for  leave  to  introduce  a  bill,  shall  be  postponed 
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without  question  to  the  day  after  that  on  which  the  order  is 
proposed  or  request  made,  if  any  member  asks  such  postpone- 
ment. 

Bills  and  Resolves.     [See  Rule  93.] 

40.  Bills  shall  be  fairlj-  written  in  a  legible  hand,  without 
material  erasure  or  interlineation,  on  not  less  than  one  sheet  of 
paper,  with  suitable  margins  and  spaces  between  the  several 
sections  ;  dates  and  numbers  being  written  in  words  at  length. 

41.  If  opposition  is  made  to  a  bill  before  it  is  ordered  to  & 
second  reading,  the  question  shall  be, ' ^ShcUl  this  bill  be  rejecledf** 
If  no  opposition  is  made,  or  if  the  question  to  reject  is  negatived, 
the  bill  shall  go  to  its  second  reading  without  a  question. 

42.  Bills  involving  an  expenditure  of  public  money  shall, 
after  their  first  reading,  be  referred  to  the  committee  on  Finance, 
for  report  on  their  relation  to  the  finances  of  the  Commonwealtb. 

43.  Bills  from  the  Senate,  after  their  first  reading,  shall  be 
referred  to  a  committee  of  the  House,  unless  they  were  reported 
to  the  Senate  by  a  joint  committee. 

44.  Amendments  proposed  by  the  Senate,  and  sent  back  to 

the  House  for  concurrence,  shall  be  referred  to  the  committee 

which  reported  the  measure  proposed  to  be  amended,  unless  such 

committee  is  composed  of  members  of  both  branches ;  in  which 

case  such  amendments  shall  be  placed  in  the  Orders  of  the  Day 

for  the  next  day. 

[Amended  April  9,  1878.] 

45.  No  bill  shall  be  proposed  or  introduced  unless  received 
from  the  Senate,  reported  by  a  committee,  or  moved  as  an 
amendment  to  the  report  of  a  committee:  provided  that  the 
House  may  grant  special  leave  to  a  member  to  introduce  a  bill ; 
but,  when  leave  is  asked  for  the  introduction  of  a  bill,  it  shall 
be  read  for  information  before  the  question  is  put  on  granting 
leave ;  and,  if  leave  is  granted,  it  shall  be  committed  before  it 
is  ordered  to  a  second  reading. 

46.  No  bill  affecting  directly  the  legal  rights  of  individuals 
or  corporations,  otherwise  than  as  it  affects  generally  the  inter- 
ests of  the  whole  people  of  the  Commonwealth  or  of  the  cities 
or  towns  to  which  it  specifically  applies,  shall  be  proposed  or 
introduced,  by  amendment  or  otherwise,  except  by  report  of  a 
committee,  upon  petition  duly  presented  and  referred. 

47.  When  a  bill,  order,  petition,  memorial,  or  remonstrance 
has  been  finally  rejected,  no  measure  substantially  the  same  shall 
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be  introduced  by  any  committee  or  member  during  the  same 
session. 

[Amended  April  26, 1877.] 

48.  Bills  in  their  third  reading  shall  be  referred  to  the  com- 
mittee on  Bills  in  the  Third  Reading  for  exaniination,  correction, 
and  report. 

[See  Bule  27.] 

49..  No  bill  shall  pass  to  be  engrossed  without  having  been 
read  on  three  several  days. 

50.  Engrossed  bills  shall  be  referred  to  the  committee  on 
Engrossed  Bills,  for  examination,  comparison,  and  report. 

[See  Bule  28.] 

51.  No  engrossed  bill  shall  be  amended. 

52.  Engrossed  bills  reported  by  the  committee  on  Engrossed 
Bills  to  be  rightly  and  truly  engrossed  shall  be  put  upon  their 
passage  to  be  enacted ;  and  engrossed  resolves,  when  so  reported, 
shall  be  put  upon  their  passage,  without  further  reading,  unless 
specially  ordered. 

53.  No  engrossed  bill  shall  be  sent  to  the  Senate  without 
notice  thereof  being  given  by  the  Speaker. 

Orders  of  the  Day. 

54.  Bills  firom  the  Senate,  after  their  first  reading,  when  not 
referred  to  a  committee  of  the  House,  and  bills  reported  to  the 
House  by  committees,  to  which  na  objection  is  made,  or  when 
the  question  of  rejection  is  negatived,  shall  be  placed  in  the 
orders  for  second  reading  on  the  next  day. 

55.  Reports  of  committees  *not  by  bill  or  resolve  shall  be 
placed  in  the  orders  of  the  next  day  after  that  on  which  they  are 
received  from  the  Senate,  or  made  to  the  House,  as  the  case 
may  be. 

56.  Bills  ordered  to  a  third  reading  shall  be  placed  in  the 
orders  of  the  next  day  for  such  reading. 

57.  After  entering  upon  the  consideration  of  the  Orders  of 
the  Day,  the  House  shall  proceed  with  them  in  regular  course, 
as  follows :  Matters  not  giving  rise  to  a  motion  or  debate  shall 
first  be  disposed  of  in  the  order  in  which  they  stand  in  the  cal« 
endar,  after  which  the  matters  that  were  passed  over  shall  be 
considered  in  like  order  and  disposed  of. 

58.  When  the  House  does  not  finish  the  consideration  of  the 
Orders  6f  the  Day,  those  which  have  not  been  acted  upon  shall 
be  the  orders  for  the  next  and  each  succeeding  day  until  dis- 
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posed  of,  aDd  shall  be  entered  in  the  calendar,  withoat  change 
in  their  order,  to  precede  matters  added  under  Rules  54,  55, 
and  56.  The  unfinished  business  in  which  the  House  was  en- 
gaged at  th^  time  of  adjournment  shall  have  the  preference  in 
the  orders  of  the  next  day,  after  motions  to  reconsider. 

Special  Rules  affecting  the  Course  of  Proceedings. 

[For  postponement  of  Order,  etc.,  to  next  day,  on  request  of  a  member, 
see  Rule  39.] 

59.  No  matter  which  has  been  duly  placed  in  the  Orders  of 
the  Day  shall  be  discharged  therefrom,  or  considered  out  of  the 
regular  course. 

60.  If  under  the  operation  of  the  previous  question,  or 
otherwise,  an  amendment  is  made  at  the  second  or  third  reading 
of  a  bill,  substantially  changing  the  greatei'  part  of  such  bill, 
t)ie  question  shall  not  be  put  forthwith  on  ordering  the  bill  to  8 
third  reading  or  to  be  engrossed  (as  the  case  may  be)  ;  bnt  the 
bill  as  amended  shall  be  placed  in  the  orders  of  the  next  day 
after  that  on  which  the  amendment  is  made,  and  shall  then  be 
open  to  further  amendment  before  such  question  is  put.  In  like 
manner,  when  under  the  operation  of  the  previous  question,  or 
otherwise,  an  amendment  is  made  in  any  proposition,  of  such  a 
nature  as  to  change  its  character^  —  as  from  a  bill  to  an  order, 
or  the  like,  —  the  proposition  as  amended  shall  be  placed  in 
the  orders  of  the  next  day  after  that  on  which  the  amendment 
was  made. 

VortNO. 

61.  No  member  shall  vote  in  any  question  where  his  private 
.  right  is  immediately  concerned  distinct  from  the  public  interest. 

62.  Every  member  not  prevented  by  interest,  who  is  present 
in  the  House  when  a  question  is  put,  shall  give  his  vote,  unless 
the  House,  for  special  reasons,  excuse  him.  Members  desiring 
to  be  so  excused  shall  make  application  to  that  effect  before  the 
division  of  the  House  or  the  taking  of  the  yeas  and  nays  is 
begun.  Such  application  may  be  accompapied  by  a  brief  state- 
ment of  reasons  by  the  member  making  it,  but  shall  be  decided 
without  debate. 

[Amended  Jan.  8, 1877.] 

63.  Wheu  a  question  is  put,  the  sense  of  the  House  shall  be 
taken  by  the  voices  of  the  members,  and  the  Speaker  shall  first 
announce  the  vote  as  it  appears  to  him  by  the  sound. 
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64.  If  the  Speaker  is  anable  to  decide  by  the  sound  of  the 
voices,  or  if  his  announcement  made  thereupon  is  doubted  by  a 
member  rising  in  his  place  for  that  purpose,  the  Speaker  shall 
order  a  return,  bj'  divisions,  of  the  number  voting  in  the  affirma- 
tive and  in  the  negative,  without  further  debate  upon  the  ques- 
tion. 

[For  daty  of  monitors  in  case  of  a  division  see  Rule  9.] 

65.  When  a  return  by  divisions  is  ordered,  the  members  for 
or  against  the  question,  when  called  on  by  the  Speaker,  shall 
rise  in  their  places,  and  stand  until  they  are  counted. 

66.  The  sense  of  the  House  shall  be  taken  by  yeas  and  nays 
whenever  required  by  thirtj*  of  tlie  members  present.  When 
the  yeas  and  na3's  are  taken,  the  roll  of  the  House  shall  be 
called  in  alphabetical  order ;  and  no  member  shall  be  allowed  to 
vote  who  was  not  on  the  floor  when  his  name  was  called,  or 
before  the  vote  is  declared.  If  before  such  time  a  member 
states  to  the  House  that  he  has  paired  with  another  member, 
and  how  each  would  vote  upon  the  pending  question,  the  fact 
shall  be  entered  on  the  journal  immediately  after  the  record  of 
the  yeas  and  na3's,  and  such  member  shall  be  excused  from 
voting. 

[Amended  Jan.  4, 1878;  also  April  2,  1878,  and  April  1, 1879.] 

67.  The  call  for  the  yeas  and  nays  shall  be  decided  without 
debate.  If  the  yeas  and  nays  have  been  ordered  before  the 
question  is  put,  the  proceedings  under  Rules  63,  64,  and  65, 
shall  be  omitted :  if  not,  they  may  be  called  for,  in  lieu  of  a  re- 
turn by  divisions,  when  the  Speaker's  announcement  is  doubted 
by  a  member  rising  in  his  place,  and,  if  then  ordered,  the 
proceedings  under  Rules  64  and  65  shall  be  omitted. 

Reconsideration, 

68.  When  a  vote  has  passed  (except  as  provided  in  the  next 
rule) ,  it  shall  be  in  order  for  any  member  to  move  the  reconsid- 
eration thereof  on  the  same  or  the  succeeding  da}*,  and  such 
motion,  if  made  on  the  same  day,  shall  (except  in  the  last  week 
of  the  session)  be  placed  first  in  the  orders  of  the  next  day  after 
that  on  which  it  is  made ;  but,  if  first  moved  on  such  succeeding 
day,  it  shall  be  forthwith  considered  :  provided^  however^  that  a 
motion  to  reconsider  a  vote  upon  any  incidental  or  subsidiary 
question  shall  not  remove  the  main  subject  under  consideration 
from  before  the  House,  but  shall  be  considered  at  the  time  when 
it  is  made. 
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69.  When  a  motion  for  reconsideration  is  decided,  that 
decision  shall  not  be  reconsidered,  and  no  question  shall  he 
twice  reconsidered ;  nor  shall  any  vote  be  reconsidered  upon 
either  of  the  following  motions :  — 

to  adjourn, 

to  lay  on  the  table, 

to  take  from  the  table ;  or 

for  the  previous  question. 

70.  Debate  on  motions  to  reconsider  shall  be  limited  to 
thirty  minutes,  and  no  member  shall  occupy  more  than  five 
minutes. 

[For  rule  requiring  the  Clerk  to  retain  papers,  except,  etc.,  ontil  the 
right  of  reconsideration  has  expiredi  see  Rule  15.] 

Rules  of  Debate. 

71.  Every  member,  when  about  to  speak,  shall  rise  and 
respectfully  address  the  Speaker,  shall  confine  himself  to  the 
question  under  debate,  and  avoid  peraonalit}',  and  shall  sit 
down  when  he  has  finished.  No  member  shall  speak  oat  of  his 
place  without  leave  of  the  Speaker. 

72.  When  two  or  more  members  rise  at  the  same  time,  the 
Speaker  shall  name  the  member  entitled  to  the  floor,  preferring 
one  who  rises  in  his  place  to  one  who  does  not. 

73.  No  member  shall  interrupt  another  while  speaking, 
except  by  rising  to  call  to  order. 

74.  No  member  shall  speak  more  than  once  to  the  preventioD 
of  those  who  have  not  spoken  and  desire  to  speak  on  the  same 
question,  nor  more  than  twice  on  the  same  question  without 
leave  of  the  House. 

Motions. 

75.  Every  motion  shall  be  reduced  to  writing,  if  the  Speaker 
so  directs. 

76.  A  motion  need  not  be  seconded,  and  may  be  withdrawn 
by  the  mover  if  no  objection  is  made.

79.  The  previous  question  shall  be  put  in  the  following  form,

the  main  question  shall  be  suspended  until  the  previous  question 
is  decided. 

80.  On  the  previous  question,  not  exceeding  ten  minutes 
shall  be  allowed  for  debate,  and  that  only  to  give  reasons  why 
the  main  question  should  not  be  put;  and  no  member  shall 
speak  more  than  three  minutes. 

81.  Airquestions  of  order  arising  after  a  motion  is  made  for

Appeal. 

92.  No  appeal  from  the  decision  of  the  Speaker  shall  be 

entertained,  unless  it  is  seconded ;  and  no  other  business  shall  be 

in  order  until  the  question  on  the  appeal  has  been  disposed  of.

Resolves. 

93.  Such  of  these  Rules  and  Orders  as  are  applicable  to  bills, 
whether  of  the  House  or  of  the  Senate,  shall  apply  likewise  to 
such  Resolves  as  require  the  concurrence  of  the  Senate,  and  ap- 
proval by  the  Governor,  in  order  to  become  laws,  and  have  force 
as  such.

Every  member  shall  have  the  privilege  of  intro- 
ducing upon  the  floor  of  the  Hoase,  to  occupy  (for  that  day) 
any  seat  then  vacant  not  belonging  to  a  member,  or  belonging 
to  a  member  who  is  absent,  not  more  than  one  person  at  the 
same  time,  such  person  not  having  any  private  interest  in  any 
measure  before  the  Legislature  distinct  from  the  public  interest :

(4.)  Senators,  and  the  principal  ofiScers^  in  the  executive 
and  judicial  departments  of  the  civil  government  of  the  Com- 
monwealth, the  Chaplains  of  both  Houses,  and  the  Clerk  of  the 
Senate,  shall  be  admitted  to  the  floor  whenever  they  may  have 
occasion  to  visit  the  House,  and  may  occupy  any  of  the  seats 
not  numbered  which  they  may  find  vacant,  or  any  seats  which 
may  be  assigned  by  the  Speaker  for  their  use  for  the  time  being.

98.     Use  of  the  Representatives*  Chamber  shall  not  be  granted, 
except  by  a  vote  of  four-fifths  of  the  members  present.

100.  Nothing  in  these  Rales  and  Orders  shall  be  dispensed 
with,  altered,  or  repealed,  unless  two-thirds  of  the  members 
present  consent  thereto ;  but  this  rule,  and  Rules  39,  48,  and 
98,  shall  not  be  suspended,  unless  by  unanimous  consent  of  the 
members  present.

On  either  of  the  questions  permitted  by  this 
rule  the  sense  of  the  convention  shall  be  taken  b^'  yeas  and 
nays  whenever  required  by  one-fifth  of  the  members  present. 
When  the  yeas  and  nays  are  taken,  the  roll  of  the  convention 
shall  be  called  in  alphabetical  order ;  and  no  member  shall  be 
allowed  to  vote  who  was  not  on  the  fioor  when  his  name  was 
called,  or  before  the  roll-call  was  finished.  The  call  for  the 
yeas  and  nays  shall  be  decided  without  debate. 

Rule  18.  Committees  of  Conference  shall  consist  of  three 
membera  on  the  part  of  each  House,  representing  its  vote ;  and 
their  report,  if  agreed  to  by  a  majority  of  each  committee,  shall 
be  made  to  the  branch  asking  t<he  conference,  and  may  be  either 
accepted  or  rejected ;  bat  no  other  action  shall  be  had,  except 
throngh  a  new  committee  of  Conference. 

Rule  19.  Joint  committees  shall  make  final  report  upon  all 
matters  previously  referred  to  them,  on  or  before  the  first 
Wednesday  in  March,  unless  further  time  is  granted  for  cause. 

Rule  20.  Petitions,  memorials,  applications,  and  all  other 
subjects  of  legislation  which  shall  be  proposed  or  introduced 
after  the  first  Wednesday  of  February,  shall  be  referred  to  the 
next  General  Court.  This  rule  shall  not  be  rescinded,  amended,  . 
or  suspended,  except  by  a  concurrent  vote  of  four-fifths  of  the 
members  of  each  House  present  and  voting  thereon.

otherwise,  except  by  report  of  a  committee,  upon  petition  .dolj 
presented  and  referred. 

Rule  23.  The  committee  on  Printing  may  make  regulations 
for  the  distribution  of  all  documents  printed  or  assigned  for  the 
use  of  the  Legislature  not  otherwise  disposed  of;  such  regulations 
to  be  reported  to  and  subject  to  the  order  of  the  two  branches. 

Under  the  general  order  to  print  a  report,  bill,  or  other  doco- 
ment,  the  number  printed  shall  be  eight  hundred.

Bills,  reports,  and  other  documents,  printed  under  the  gen- 
eral order  of  either  House,  shall  be  distributed  as  follows ;  to 
wit.  Two  copies  to  each  member  of  the  Senate  and  House  Qf 
Representatives  (to  be  placed  on  his  file  under  the  direction  of 
the  Sergeant-at-Arms,  if  desired  by  the  member)  ;  three  copies 
to  each  clerk  in  either  branch,  and  three  copies  to  each  re- 
porter in  regular  attendance,  to  whom^a  seat  has  been  assigned 
in  either  branch ;  twenty  copies  to  the  Executive ;  twenty 
copies  to  the  Secretary's  Office;  six  copies  to  the  State 
Library ;  and,  when  the  document  is  the  report  of  a  committee, 
ten  copies  shall  be  assigned  to  the  committee  making  the  report. 
The  Sergeant-at-Arms  shall  preserve  as  many  as  may  be  neces- 
sary for  the  permanent  files,  to  be  placed  in  the  lobbies,  and 
distribute  the  remainder  under  such  regulations  as  may  be  pre- 
scribed by  said  joint  committee.
